Dutch  Occupation  of  Germany 

By  Marcus  Turner 

Over  the  past  year  I  have  been  exhibiting  the  Dutch 
Occupation  money,  both  the  MinisterieVan  Oorlog  Notes 
and  Tokens.  While  this  exhibit  has  been  a  complete 
flop  from  a  competitive  perspective,  I  have  managed  to 
dig  up  a  very  important  piece  of  information. 

Last  October  while  conducting  research  to  improve 
my  exhibit  I  ran  across  the  following  information  from 
the  World  Statesmen  (an  encyclopedia  of  nations, 
colonies,  international  and  religious  organizations, 
and  other  polities).  They  have  an  entire  section 
dedicated  to  Germany.  Of  course  it  included  the 
occupied  areas  by  Britain,  France,  USA  and  the  USSR, 
however  it  also  included  a  short  paragraph  on  the 
Netherlands  including  the  specific  mention  of  small 
towns  and  communities.  The  text  reads  as  follows: 

“22  Mar  1949 

Allies  agree  to  let  the  Netherlands  occupy  and  annex 
some  German  border  territories.  Annexed  areas  include 
-  municipalities  of  Havert,  Hillensberg,  Millen, 
Susterseel,  Tuddern  (Dutch:  Tudderen),  Wehr,  parts  of 
Hongen,  Gangelt,  Schumm,  Saeffelen  as  well  as  Elten 
andHoch - Elten . 

23  Apr  1949  Dutch  annexation. 

11  Aug  1963  Territories  returned 

(except  for  minor  frontier  adjustments),  following 
German  agreement  to  pay  war  compensation. 

Landdrost  of  Tudderen  (subordinated  to  the  Dutch 
government  to  Sep  1951,  then  to  the  Governor  of  Dutch 
Limburg) 

1949  -  1963  Hubert  M.J.  Dassen 

Landdrosten  of  Elten  (subordinated  to  the  Dutch 
government  to  Sep  1951,  then  to  the  Commissioner  of 
the  Queen  for  Gelderland) 

1949  -  19..  A.  Blaauboer 

1961  -  1963  Baron  Hans  Georg  Inundat 

van  Tuyll  (b.  1917) 

van  Serooskerken" 

This  is  the  first  time  I  have  ever  seen  specific 
communities  associated  with  a  "minor  occupant."  I 
immediately  found  a  map  and  started  to  locate  these 
little  towns.  They  are  all  adjacent  to  the 
southernmost  portion  of  the  Netherlands.  If  you  have 
been  to  the  paper  money  show  in  Valkenburg  in  April, 
you  have  been  approximately  15  miles  from  where  the 
Dutch  Army  occupied  Germany.  The  following  map  was 
taken  directly  from  my  exhibit.  It  is  a  scan  of  a  post 
WWII  map  of  the  German  occupied  areas.  I  have 
enhanced  the  British  Zone  and  have  identified  the 
APPROXIMATE  area  of  Dutch  occupation.

Adjusted  Service  Bonds  &  The  WWI  Bonus

I  recently  found  a  scan  of  an  Adjusted  Service 
Bond  (ASB) .  I  had  never  even  heard  of  such  a  bond 
before  so  this  opened  up  an  interesting  story  for  me 
about  the  military  bonus  program  of  The  Great  War 
(WWI) . 

The  Adjusted  Service  Bonds  are  unusual  in  many 
respects.  First,  they  were  issued  on  15  June  1936,  and 
matured  nine  years  later  on  15  June  1945.  They  were 
only  issued  in  one  denomination  ($50.00).  They  were 
printed  by  the  Bureau  of  Engraving  and  Printing,  and 
have  a  Andrew  Jackson  vignette  at  the  top  which  is 
similar  to  the  vignette  used  on  the  $20  bill  of  the 
era.  They  payed  3%  per  annum  simple  interest,  but 
could  be  cashed  at  face  value  as  soon  as  they  were 
received.  The  amount  due  on  15  June  1945,  was  $63.50 
per  Bond.  This  particular  bond  was  sold  online  within 
the  last  year  for  $750.00.  You  can  view  the  bond  at 
the  following  web  address:

The  full  story  starts  at  the  end  of  the  First  World 
War  (11  November  1918).  Several  veteran  groups,  and 
many  US  Congressmen  were  already  lobbying  for  a 
"soldiers  bonus".  Some  wanted  military  scrip  issued  as 
happened  after  previous  wars  -  to  be  exchanged  for 
land.  Others  wanted  a  simple  cash  bonus.  The  debate 
went  on  for  several  years,  and  finally  in  1924  the 
World  War  Adjusted  Compensation  Act  was  passed,  over 
the  veto  of  President  Coolidge.  It  provided  for  the 
payment  of  a  "bonus"  with  interest  aimed  to  adjust  the 
pay  of  armed  forces  members  during  World  War  I,  in 
compensation  for  lost  wages  in  the  private  sector 
during  their  service.  The  payment  was  not  to  be  made 
until  1945. 

The  mechanism  used  to  pay  the  bonus  was  to  issue 
Adjusted  Service  Certificates  (ASC) .  I  have  not  been 
able  to  find  a  picture  of  an  ASC.  In  effect,  Adjusted 
Service  Certificates  were  20-year  endowment  insurance 
policies  maturing  on  15  June  1945.  They  earned  3% 
simple  interest  over  this  period.  To  qualify  for  the 
bonus,  a  veteran  had  to  have  at  least  60-days  service 
between  April  15,  1917,  and  November  11,  1918.  The 
bonus  paid  was  $1  a  day  for  Stateside  service  and 
$1.25  a  day  for  overseas  service.  They  (ASC)  could 
not  be  used  as  collateral,  so  the  money  was  out  of 
circulation  until  1945.  The  average  payment  due  in 
1945  was  more  than  $1000.00. 

In  1931  an  ammended  bill  was  passed  over  President 
Hoover's  veto  that  gave  soldiers  the  right  to  borrow 
against  bonus  certificates  for  as  much  as  50  percent 
of  their  value.  President  Hoover  warned  against  this 
in  his  1931  State  of  the  Union  Address  when  he  said: 
"The  law  enacted  last  March  authorizing  loans  of  50 
per  cent  upon  adjusted-service  certificates  has, 
together  with  the  loans  made  under  previous  laws, 
resulted  in  payments  of  about  $1,260,000,000. 
Appropriations  have  been  exhausted.  The  Administrator 
of  Veterans’  Affairs  advises  that  a  further 
appropriation  of  $200,000,000  is  required  at  once  to 
meet  the  obligations  made  necessary  by  existing 
legislation.  There  will  be  demands  for  further 
veterans’  legislation....  But  our  present  expenditure 
upon  these  services  now  exceeds  $1,000,000,000  per 
annum.  I  am  opposed  to  any  extension  of  these 
expenditures  until  the  country  has  recovered  from  the 
present  situation."  It  was  also  President  Hoover  who 
signed  an  Executive  Order  to  establish  the  Veteran's 


Administration,  possibly  to  put  some  of  these  events 
in  order. 

The  Bonus  March  -  In  the  spring  of  1932,  more  than 
20,000  veterans,  most  of  them  unemployed  and  in 
desperate  financial  straits,  spontaneously  made  their 
way  to  Washington,  D.C.  They  demanded  passage  of  a 
bill  providing  for  immediate  payment  of  their  World 
War  I  bonus.  Calling  themselves  the  Bonus 
Expeditionary  Force  (BEF),  they  camped  in  vacant 
government  buildings  and  in  open  fields.  One  headline 
dubbed  the  event:  "The  Shame  of  Anacostia  Flats".  The 
veterans  conducted  themselves  in  a  peaceful  and 
orderly  way,  but  when  the  Senate  defeated  the  Pittman 
Bill  (June  17,  1932)  the  marchers  refused  to  return 
home.  On  July  28,  President  Herbert  Hoover  ordered  the 
army,  under  the  command  of  GEN  Douglas  MacArthur,  to 
evict  them  forcibly.  One  of  MacArthur1 s  unit 
commanders  was  LTC  George  Patton.  The  Army  had  their 
camps  set  on  fire,  and  the  army  drove  the  veterans 
from  the  city.  Hoover  was  much  criticized  by  the  press 
and  the  general  public  for  the  severity  of  his 
response . 

In  1935,  Congress  passed  a  bill  providing  for  the 
immediate  cash  payment  of  the  war  bonuses.  Franklin 
Delano  Roosevelt  vetoed  it.  In  1936,  FDR  vetoed  the 
same  bill  again.  But  on  Jan.  27,  1936,  the  veto  was 
overridden.  The  next  day's  Washington  Post  headline 
read:  "Soldier  Bonus  Becomes  Law  as  Senate  Crushes 
Veto,  76-19;  Full  Payment  Sped  for  June  15."  The 
payment  method  used  was  to  issue  Adjusted  Service 
Bonds  -  so  the  story  comes  full  circle. 

The  Bureau  of  Public  Debt,  US  Department  of 
Treasury  reported  in  1999  that  there  was  $300,600.00 
in  unpaid  Adjusted  Service  Bonds  for  the  Veterans  of 
The  Great  War.  Since  all  the  bonds  were  of  $50.00 
denomination,  this  means  that  in  1999,  6012  of  these 
bonds  were  "still  out  there".  The  bonds  can  still  be 
redeemed  at  the  same  office  as  can  the  Armed  Forces 
Leave  Bonds.  That  office  says  that  only  a  "very  few" 
ASBs  have  been  redeemed  since  1999.  Also,  just  as  in 
the  case  of  the  AFLBs,  remainder  amounts  due  were  paid 
by  check.  One  account  I  found  (on  a  genealogy  web 
site)  was  of  a  soldier  who  in  1936  was  due  to  receive 
$973.00.  He  received  his  Adjusted  Service  Bonds  and  a 
check.  There  was  no  date  on  the  notice.  He  received: 

19  bonds  with  serial  numbers  32,410,751  -  32,410,759 
in  the  amount  of  $950.00.  The  check  (No.  969,717)  from 
the  US  Treasury  was  for  $23.00. 

I  wondered  if  any  Gramsters  have  examples  of 
these  Adjusted  Service  Certificates  or  Bonds?

The  1978  Schwan/Boling  World  War  II  Military 
Currency  featured  paper  money,  but  it  did  include 
tokens  and  to  an  even  more  limited  extent  coins.  The 
best  example  of  tokens  included  are  the  NAFFI  pieces. 
Ironically,  these  tokens  were  even  included  in  the 
1973  (and  possibly  earlier)  WWII  Allied  Military 
Currency. 

In  1973  I  did  not  understand  that  the  word  currency 
includes  paper  money  AND  coins  (a  sad  misconception 
that  is  still  widespread  in  collecting).  By  1977  I 
understood  this  and  we  attempted  to  include  coins  in 
the  first  SB.

MPC  Soars

Sagging  economy ...  companies  "right"  sizing... no 
pricing  power? 

Not  if  your  trying  to  buy  quality  MPC!  After 
witnessing  first  hand  the  savage  bidding  for  the  MPC 
lots,  it  is  clear  to  me  this  is  by  far  the  hottest 
area  of  paper  money  collecting.  This  was  one  of  the 
sleepiest  auctions  I  have  ever  attended,  that  is  until 
they  started  calling  the  MPC  lots.  During  the  small 
size  note  section  of  the  auction,  a  number  of  lots 
were  not  even  bid  to  their  face  value!  Can  you 
imagine ...  collecting  a  $100  Federal  reserve  note, 
holding  it  in  your  collection  for  20-30  years  only  to 
find  out  when  you  put  it  up  for  auction  the  highest 
bid  for  your  $100.00  bill  is  $95.00  !  This  actually 
happened  on  a  number  of  lots.  Only  a  small  percentage 
lots  in  auction  had  multiple  bids.  That  of  course  was 
until  the  MPC  started.  Since  the  MPC  was  the  last 
group  being  offered  in  the  session,  I  expected  many  of 
those  in  attendance  to  leave.  Not  the  case,  most 
stayed  even  those  who  weren't  bidding  on  MPC. 

What  a  lot  to  start  with.  The  521  $5  was  a 

beautiful  note.  As  they  opened  the  lot  floor  bidding 
was  fierce.  She  opened  above  the  high  estimate  and 
continued  to  go  back  and  forth  between  two  floor 
bidders  and  one  bidder  on  the  phone.  When  the  lot  hit 
$8000  three  paddles  went  up  simultaneously  to  meet  the 
next  bid  of  $8500.  The  phone  bidders  bid  was  the  first 
recognized  by  the  auctioneer,  the  two  floor  bidders 
reluctantly  dropped  out  as  the  next  bid  would  put  the 
note  over  $10,000  with  the  juice.  Things  did  not  slow 
down  after  that.  If  anything,  it  became  more  furious. 

I  feel  sorry  for  any  internet  bidders  trying  to  bid  on 

lots,  it  had  to  be  almost  impossible  for  the 
technology  to  keep  up  with  the  action  on  the  floor. 

All  but  a  few  lots  went  to  floor  and  phone  bidders. 

All  but  a  very  few  closed  way  over  their  estimate. 

I  have  no  idea  if  MPC  can  keep  up  at  this  pace. 

But  one  thing  is  clear,  quality  original  notes  command 
a  substantial  premium.  Here's  to  hoping  CPMX  has  a 
nice  selection  of  MPC. 

Boling  Commentary

Another  milestone  was  achieved  in  my  quest  for  a 
basic  90-note  MPC  set  in  position  8.  I  completed  my 
first  denomination  this  week  (courtesy  of  Steve 
Swoish).  As  you  might  expect,  it  is  the  nickels.  Those 
dozen  notes  have  cost  me  $90.25.  Every  other 
denomination  set  will  cost  more,  because  they  all 
already  cost  more,  and  each  has  from  one  to  five  more 
notes  to  find.  I  now  have  72  notes,  including  the  keys 
-  it's  just  a  matter  of  time  as  I  wait  for  those  last 
few  to  surface. 

Since  I  reported  the  completion  of  my  first  series 
(611),  another  has  filed  in  (641).  Six  additional 
series  are  but  one  note  away  from  completion. 

Remember  the  Greek  note  overprinted  for  short 
snorter  use  by  TWA?  (Good  grief,  that  was  reported  in 
this  column  more  than  two  years  ago  already.)  Well, 
another  pre-printed  short  snorter  has  appeared.  This 
one  is  on  a  Chinese  note,  Central  Bank  of  China  100 
yuan  1941,  Pick-243.  The  overprint  says:  SHORT  SNORTER 

/  PACIFIC  CHAPTER  /  NAME _ /  DATE 

_  /  NORTHWEST  AIRLINES.  The  name  and 

date  are  filled  in  by  hand;  on  the  instant  note,  they 
appear  to  be  Charles  A  Degnon,  Nov  19  1947.  Five 


additional  persons  signed  the  note  under  the  NWA  line. 
Since  they  signed  in  black  and  the  note  is  dark  gray, 
it  is  hard  to  make  out  most  of  the  other  names.  On  the 
back,  in  the  left  margin,  the  following  notation 
appears:  22-7-9  PM.  Does  that  make  any  sense  to 
anyone? 

It  is  time  to  making  those  airline  reservations 
for  CPMX/Fest.  As  soon  as  I  hear  from  Fred  about 
ingress  options  for  the  combined  events,  I'll  be 
making  mine.  I  just  realized  it's  less  than  a  month  to 
CPMX.

Adjusted  Service  Bonds 
By  Larry,  ski,  Profski,  Smulczenski 

That  was  a  wonderful  article  by  David  Klinger 
about  the  Adjusted  Service  Bonds  and  WWI  bonus. 
Congratulations  to  him  for  a  great  piece  of  sleuthing. 
In  response  to  his  question  at  the  end  of  the  article, 
I  confess  to  knowing  of  one  of  the  bonds  that  resides 
in  Northwest  Florida.  Unfortunately,  this  one  is  in 
pretty  bad  shape,  in  fact,  that  is  an  understatement 
because  if  you  listen  very  closely,  you  can  hear  it 
bark.  I  keep  it  in  a  kennel  with  others  that  have  the 
well-known  reputation  of  "contaminating  the  rest  of 
the  collection,"--  far  away  from  the  good  stuff.  I 
doubt  if  Steve  would  have  this  one  encapsulated  nor 
would  Al  think  about  giving  it  a  number  grade  (if  he 
did,  it  would  be  in  the  minus  range).  That  has  to  tell 
you  a  little  about  the  grade  of  this  piece. 

It  was  torn  along  the  center  fold  thru  Jackson's 
vignette  and  so  some  would-be  conservator  put  a  piece 
of  tape  over  the  tear.  Over  time  the  glue  from  the 
tape  has  leached  out  to  cover  the  entire  vignette  and 
when  you  hold  the  item  up  to  the  light  you  see  that 
the  paper  is  now  transparent  which  was  a  trademark  of 
this  old  tape.  Additionally,  all  the  red  in  the  serial 
number,  the  3%  statement  and  the  seal  is  gone.  It  was 
either  left  out  in  the  sun  for  a  long  period  of  time 
or  exposed  to  some  harsh  chemical.  The  red  was  once 
there,  because  under  close  examination,  there  are 
traces  of  red  showing.  The  item  came  from  the 
Philippines,  so  this  may  explain  some  of  the  harsh 
environment  it  has  been  exposed  to.  We  could  also 
surmise  that  this  belonged  to  a  WWI  vet  who  retired  in 
the  P.I.  having  married  a  Filipina  wife.  The  vet  could 
have  died  and  she,  not  knowing  what  to  do  with  this 
old  certificate,  peddled  it  off  to  one  of  the  local 
dealers.  I  picked  it  up  at  one  of  the  monthly 
numismatic  auctions  in  Manila  for  a  couple  of  bucks. 

I  have  seen  some  of  these  bonds  in  auction 
catalogs,  during  the  last  couple  of  years.  The  only 
one  I  could  put  my  finger  on  though  was  the  Smythe 
Auction  at  the  Strasburg  Stock,  Bond  and  Currency  Show 
of  March  2002.  Lot  1153  of  this  auction  had  one  of  the 
ASB's  offered  at  $500-750.  This  is  in  the  ballpark  of 
what  the  one  David  illustrated  went  for.  Again,  good 
job  David.

These  are  interim 
receipt  for  adjusted  service  bonds  surrendered  for 
payment.  The  form  is  for  payment  request  and  one  was 
submitted  at  the  Post  Office  in  Fort  Dodge,  Iowa  on 
September  10,  1936  for  one  Adjusted  Service  Bond  # 
1000140  for  $50.  The  other  was  submitted  on  June  14, 
1936  for  four  Adjusted  Service  Bonds  #  1000143  through 
1000146  for  a  total  value  of  $200.  It  indicates  the 
postmaster  at  Des  Moines,  Iowa  would  make  payment  a 
check  drawn  on  the  Treasure  of  the  United  States  in 
full  payment. 

I  also  have  a  chit  book  that  was  issued  to  him  while 
he  was  serving  in  France.

Financing  War 
By  Warner  Talso 

It  is  appropriate  to  digress  at  this  time.  If  you 
recall  we  initiated  a  new  event  at  the  Dallas  show 
last  August.

Book  Review 
By  Joe  Boling 

A  friend  dropped  by  last  week  and  brought  along  a 
book  I  had  not  seen  before.  It's  titled  Propaganda 
Materials  of  the  Persian  Gulf  War,  by  Sgt.  Richard 
Denis  Johnson  in  Salt  Lake  City  (1995).  It  has  a 
tremendously  long  subtitle:  «  Field-Level 
Psychological  Warfare  &  Propaganda  Operations  against 
the  Iraqi  military  and  civilian  establishments  between 
November  1990  and  February  1991  to  include  Iraqi 
Counter-Propaganda  Operations  and  Coalition  Post-War 
materials:  A  full-color,  enhanced  aid  for  leaflet 
collectors  of  the  Persian  Gulf  War  featuring  selected 
textual  extracts  from  the  1992  copyrighted  work  "PSYOP 
-  THE  GULF  PAPER  WAR"  444  pages,  available  from  the 
same  author. »  It  lists  most  of  the  leaflets  of  the 
first  gulf  war  (there  is  a  want  list  of  leaflets  that 
the  author  did  not  yet  have  at  the  time  of 
publication).  Not  only  does  he  list  the  leaflets,  but 
he  includes  all  of  the  developmental  versions  and 
printing  variations  known  to  him  (tons  of  them) .  He 
gives  the  originating  HQ  of  each  piece,  the  mission 
number  that  was  assigned  to  the  production,  a 
description  of  the  piece  (size,  paper  type,  and  a 
short  title  for  the  leaflet),  and  full-color 
illustrations  and  translations  of  both  sides  of  each 
leaflet.  Each  page  (about  400  of  them)  is  uniface.  The 
margins  are  not  wide  enough  for  three-hole  punching, 
so  you  have  to  insert  them  back  to  back  into  document 
protectors  (the  one  my  friend  was  carrying  was  over 
three  inches  thick  after  being  set  up  that  way) .  Each 
page  is  laid  out  to  leave  space  for  an  actual  leaflet 
to  be  mounted  on  it  (or  simply  slid  into  the  document 
protector  along  with  the  page) . 

Just  this  past  week,  Herb  Friedman  has  posted  a 
new  paper  on  the  currency  leaflets  of  the  gulf  war 
(see  it  at 

http://www.psywarrior.com/GulfWarBanknotes.html  -  it's 
a  gorgeous  piece  of  work).  I  see  from  Herb's  new  piece 
that  Johnson  did  not  know  about  a  couple  of  the 
currency  leaflets,  so  I  imagine  there  must  be  other 
omissions  in  this  book,  but  it  is  a  stunning  piece  of 
work. 

My  interest,  of  course,  is  only  in  the  currency 
leaflets,  so  most  of  the  book  is  just  interesting 
reading  material.  But  between  this  book  and  Herb's  new 
paper,  I  learned  about  a  series  of  currency  leaflets 
that  I  did  not  know  about.  Johnson  calls  them  "failed" 
leaflets  -  ones  bearing  messages  that  were  considered 
so  offensive  that  the  leaflets  were  not  released. 
Friedman  identifies  them  as  CIA  products  and  agrees 
that  they  were  not  used  (at  least  not  widely) .  They 
have  the  same  natural-color  25  dinar  note  image  on  the 
face  that  is  on  the  usually-seen  gulf  war  currency 
leaflets,  but  a  different  set  of  backs.  What's  most 
interesting  to  me  is  that,  at  least  on  the  ones  I  saw 
here  last  week,  the  faces  are  printed  with  a  white 
margin  all  around,  which  is  not  evident  in  Johnson's 
book  nor  on  Friedman's  web  site. 

I  understand  that  Johnson's  book  is  out  of  print 
and  that  he  has  himself  moved  on  to  other  interests.  I 
located  a  dealer  who  still  had  five  copies,  and  bought 
them  all.  See  the  Exchange  section  for  an  offering  of 
the  copies  that  are  in  excess  of  my  needs.

Dear  Esteeemed  Editor,  In  many  of  the  countries  I  collect  and  research, 

the  governments  publish  no  numbers  issued  for  their 

paper  and  coins.  I  used  to  use  "Unknown"  and  make 

"stabs  in  the  dark"  for  the  numbers  issued  until  I  met 

Hank  Barton  in  the  early  1980s  Hank  taught  me  many  of 

the  different  ways  the  total  numbers  are  "hidden"  in 

blocks  and  serial  numbers,  so  now  I  can  get  pretty 

close  to  the  actual  number  issued. 

Besides  looking  for  the  highest  and  lowest  blocks 
and  serial  numbers  within  each  variety,  I  also  look 
for  radars  and  "other"  numbers.  One  way  I  practice 
looking  at  numbers  for  radars  and  "others"  is  to  look 


at  my  odometer  while  I  am  driving.  I  do  a  LOT  of 
driving  so  my  odometer  is  turning  over  at  a  rapid 
pace.  One  number  that  just  went  across  it  was  126621. 

I  found  that  most  of  my  purchases  are  from  owners 
who  have  no  idea  what  they  own,  so  they  are  likely  not 
to  identify  their  stock  by  block  and/or  serial  number. 
So  before  I  start  looking  through  paper  with  blocks 
and/or  serials,  I  force  myself  to  think  "odometer"  and 
start  seeing  the  numbers  rather  than  just  letting  them 
go  past  me.

Security  Measures 
by  Mark  Hartford 

New  anti-counterfeiting  method  discovered!  At 
least  by  me.  Yesterday,  I  showed  a  Romanian  2,000  Lei 
solar  eclipse  commemorative  (Pick  111)  to  two  friends 
at  work.  They  are  both  really  smart  Physics  experts, 
particularly  in  the  field  of  visual,  optics,  coatings, 
and  infrared  technologies .  One  noted  that  there  was  a 
square  in  the  middle  of  the  clear  window.  We  all 
looked  at  it  with  a  magnifier.  One  of  the  gentlemen 
suggested  that  it  could  be  a  latent  hologram.  I  asked 
"what  in  the  world  is  that?"  He  reads  lots  of  journals 
on  optics  and  lasers,  so  I  was  surprised  when  he 
started  looking  for  a  laser  pointer  used  in  briefings. 
(Strangely,  I  had  just  bought  my  first  laser  pointer 
on  Saturday  the  20th,  in  order  to  give  my  talk  to 
Aviation  banknote  talk  at  the  IBNS  meeting  at  the  St. 
Louis  PCDA  show.)  When  we  found  one,  he  pointed  the 
laser  through  this  square.  What  was  projected  onto  the 
wall  was  awesome.  It  looks  like  a  crescent  moon  with 
rays  eminating  from  the  outside  of  it.  This  is  clearly 
the  Sun  with  rays  being  occulted  by  the  moon  during  a 
solar  eclipse.  This  works  best  in  a  darkened  room.  If 
you  try  this,  be  careful  not  to  stare  directly  at  the 
laser.  I  don't  think  staring  at  the  reflection  off  of 
white  surfaces  is  very  good  for  your  eyes  either.  My 
friend  tells  me  that  this  is  probably  put  on  with  a 
heated  metal  micro-mold  that  contains  all  of  the 
interference  patterns  imbedded,  so  that  when  strong, 
coherent  light  (i.e.  a  laser)  transmits  through  it  an 
image  is  created. 

I  had  always  assumed  this  square  was  melted  onto 
the  surface  as  an  additional  step  that  counterfeiters 
would  have  to  take.  A  minor  additional  task  for  a 
counterfeiter,  but  still  a  bit  of  a  hassle.  After  all, 
this  note  catalogues  for  $1.50  and  has  a  face  value  of 
six  and  a  half  cents  (ER  on  25nov04  is  30,818  lei  per 
U.S.  dollar) .  This  is  quite  an  advanced 

anti-counterfeiting  technique  for  such  a  cheap  note.  I 
don't  think  making  and  applying  these  latent  holograms 


would  be  easy  for  counterfeiters .  The  low  cost  of 
applying  these  (less  than  6  &  1/2  cents  in  large 
quantities)  is  clearly  an  indication  that  polymer 
notes  have  yet  another  benefit  over  paper  notes. 

I  haven't  checked  what  other  polymer  notes 
contain  this  feature.  It  will  be  fascinating  to  see 
what  other  beautiful  images  emerge  from  my  notes  and 
laser  pointer  in  the  next  few  days! 

Hope  this  wasn't  already  known  by  the  community, 
otherwise,  this  is  old  news  to  everyone  except  me.
